When Truth is tried by moſt voices, it is 
commonly outvoted : Let the Truth of Gop 
appear in its native luſtre and beauty ; and 
let all philology and human learning be as a 
dark ground and foil to ſet it off, that Divine 
Truth alone may be fair and beautiful in our 
nzhts. The celebrated and very learned Vit- 
'inza, in his Book of ſacred Obſervations, 
gives us his judgment. p. 119; in theſe words: 
dSuffice it to ſay, that a particular Order of 
Men were ordained by Gop under the Old 
Teſtament, to whom more than to others the 
principal Truths, (the knowledge of which 
was neceſſary to the Church) God revealed, and 
committed the Care of theſe Truths. Theſe 
were the key of KNOWLEDGE ſhamefully con- 
cealed by them in the time of CuRIST, for which 
wickedneſs they are rebuked.“

Strong meat is tor the perfect, (adult in 
underſtanding,) wio have their ſenſes exer- 
cited in the diſcernment ot Good and Evil.” 
Galntinus obſerves, that the whole trie of 
Modern Talmudiſts darkened in thur under- 
ſtanding, embrace only the hiſtorical and literal 
ſenſe of the Sacred Oracles ; when the anc1- 
ent Jews ſoughit out tac ſecrets of the Law by 
means of the ſpiritual or Myſtic feni-, Yet 
even the Talmudiſts compare the Letter to « 
candle bought at a little price; and the Spirit 
to a jewel hid in the Houſe, wluch they fearch 
for by the Light or example (Maf/a/ of the 
Letter,) as even Nlaimonides declares in More 
Nevochim, citing Hoſhea, chap. xi. and Eze- 
Fiel, xvil. 

It is a juſt remark of Rhenjerd, 5 preat 
Maſter of Hebrew Learning in his tract con— 


ccruing 
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cerning the Cabaliſtic Style of the Revelation: 
„The Caba/a was appointed by God in the 
eſtabliſhment of the primitive Church under 
the Jews ; preſcribed to the heads of familics, 
and the teachers of that Church; obſerved by 
them from the beginning, and continued to 
the time of Chriſt. Thc Priefis and Scribes 
thought the poor and unlarned, unworthy 
to have the faith delivered to the Saints, com- 
mitted to their ears; they therefore obſcured, 
and ſhamefully corrupted it. The Conſe- 
quence was, that the wiſe and prudent, as they 
conceited themſelves, became more blind and 
ſtupid, than the plebeians or feof le of the earth, 
as in their arrogance, they called all their poor 
Brethren. Vitringa, More, Buddeus, and 
Allix, prove this writer's aftertions. Eraſmus 
preferred one page of Origen to ten of Aufiu; 
Yet Origendrew from the fountain of the pro— 
phetical tradition, and not from Pythage; as or 
Plats; but they hghted up their torches at the 
fire of the Altar of Mz/es, winch thone ſo bright 
among the thick darkneſs of licatlieniſm, com- 
pared with other Schools of Ihilofophy. 
It 011209 carried the myſtic Senſe too far, as 
doubtleſs he and others have done in many 


points; 
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points; the error on the other hand, is worſe, 
by rejeatiny the inner Senſc of the new Teſta- 
ment. 

C://iber, that great metaphyſician, aſcribes 
to prieſts * the diſcouragement of all inquiries, 
which might breed a diſlike to ſuperſtitions, 
which yielded ſuch great ſecular emolument: 
and that inſtead of inſtructing people in better 
principles of Worſhip, they rather added to 
the impoſture by frequent inventions of new 
and more gainful fopperies.” Chap. 1. of 
his impartial inquiry, &c. Lactantius ſupports 
the ſame ſentiment. Lib. ii. chap. 3. De Inſt. 
For none, but the prieſts had the power of 
feeding the minds of the multitude with idle 
pomp and frivolous ceremonies, fit only tor 
childiſh underſtandings.” With regard to the 
Bible, Muralt, author of theWorld unmaſked, in 
an excellent tract called Divine Inſtinci. p. 54. 
juſtly remarks that, the teachers had ſeized it 
tor themſclves, and darken:d it for others. 
They have made uſe of it to frame a ſyſtem of 
opinions Winch the Spirit of God never had 
in view; wich the patriarchs and prophets ; 
]-ſus Chriſt, and his Apoſtles, have never yet 
known ; and which has done men ali the dam- 
age, which their reaſon armed with the Xing 


Letter, 
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Letter, could do to them. Bacon concurs witli 
Doctor (he, that „ neither critical nor 
philological knowledge can interpret the ſa— 


cred writings.” And ſurely the Church of 


Rome have their Calmets, their Monnt/aucyons, 
Hues, and U9g3!innſes, not interior to an in 
human literature.

IJ. Of the Third dar, fore-ordained for thc 
reſurrectiom of our blefied Lord. 


The types or figures of this moſt ſignal and 
extraordinary cvent were principally two, The 
firſt is that of the Prophet Jonas, applicd by 
our Lord to himſclf, Matt. xu. 38. The ſe— 
cond is th ſheaf of fir/?=ſriuls to be brought un- 
to the prieſt, and to be waved before the Lord, 
to be acccpted for yu. Levit. xxiii. 10—1 5 
Ihe ſpiritual ſenſe and extent of the bleſſing 
ſiguratively repreſented by the ſheaf of the 


frft-frmts is explained by the Apoltle, not by 


a new interpretation, but by the ſtandard doc- 
trine of the Hebrew Church : many precious 


treaſures of which Pan! brought forth, as con- 


iirmed and realized in its true dignity and 
greatneſs by the Goſpel. If the firft-fruits 
De * 25 the /ump is alſo; and if the root be 
holy, ſo are the branches.” Rom. xi. 16, The 
Pr. 5 IIiſea tpcaks thus of the i day:

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in his ſight.” chap. vi. 2. This paſſage rather 
intimates ſome extraordinary event to be done 
to others, than to any particular perſon on a 
third day, after the expiration of two full 
days: It may be more properly underſtood 
of the Reſtoration of the Jews, figured by 
Ephraim and Judah, than of any direct re fe— 
rence to our 1,ord's Reſurrection. The cx- 
tenſtve and ine ſtimable bleſſings of theſe days 
will bs found on the /oventh day of the Goſ- 
pel, which will be the third day from our 
Lord, and the Feat of the evangelical Trump- 
et;, or the ſounding of the Seventh and /aff 
Trumpet of Jon, when “ the My/tery, (he 


tells us) of Gop ſhould be finifhed, as he hath 


declared to his ſervants the prophets.” Rev. 
X. 7. And what that myſtery, or ſecret coun» 
cil of God will be, as made known at that 
time, we arc happily informed of in Rev. xi. 
15. And the ſeventh Angel ſounded, and 
there were great voices in Heaven, ſaying, 
The kingdoms of this worid ars become the 
kingdoms of n Lord and of his brit, and 
he ſhall reign for ages of ages.” Divine Wit- 
dom appoiutcd a ſmall ſpace of time for this, 
the great of all events reſpectuig our Re— 

A2 deemer;

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Hecmer ; the worſt contrived for any traud or 
evil deſign; and the bit for the teſt and proot 
of Truth: His crucifixion was fre(h in tho 
memory: The guard was placed at the re- 
queſt of his enemies, from the ſuppoſed foll- 
and preſumption of his own aſſertion, that he 
would riſe on a hid day The Jews; from 


the higheſt to the loweſt of this people, thought 


his death oh the ces a plain proof of his not 
being the A They feemed not, many 
of them, as well as ali of his own diſciples, tc 
have had any cunofitr to watch the future 
Event, on which {vch a mcmentnus truth o1 
falſhood depended. Vet divine Providence 
made the ruling part of this people require a 
guard; merely to expoſe the impoſture; of 
which they had not even the leaſt ſuſpicion of 
bing any other; elſe it would be ſtrar gez 
that none ſhould attend the Roman watch. 
Þut even his own diſciples had fo little hope; 
or belief of their Maſter's words, that they 
nad brought ſpices to embalm bis body, and 
wers coming to his ſepulchre for that purpoſe, 
when the Sabbath was over. So that Frovi- 
dence took all precaution in appointing a third 
day (10 ſmall a ſpace of time) for the reſur- 

rectien 
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eon ot the ſuppoſed Meſſiah; in placing 
a Roman guard, (ſtrangers and enemies to 
that people) to watch his ſepulchre ; in cauſ- 
wy his own diſciples to be fo far from be- 
li-ving his words, or expecting ſuch a deciſive 
event, that they had brought ſpices to em. 
lm his body for the laſt interment : S» 
little reaton could they have to ſteal his body 
way, that they expected to have found it. 
and given it an honourabie burial, as their 
laſt act of love and reſpect. Now it is not 
perhaps poſſible to conceive a fairer trial than 
lo ſhort a time; a guard of ſtrangers and enc- 


mies of the Jews, appointed by the deſire ot 


the chief men of the nation ; and the unbe- 
hef of his own diiciples, who ſo far from 
having reaſon to deſign any thing artful or 
fraudulent, had even prepared ſpices to em- 
balm and inter his body entirely. Thus ap- 
pears the Wiſdom of divine Providence in 


appointing a third day for ſo momentous and 
unpara;Jelled an event. 


II. I come, in the Second place, to co::fidex 


the Third Day of the Goſpel, as the ſame wit}: 


ine Seventh Day of the Law. 7 
"ng 
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This is true, ſince the great Redeemer, pro- 
miſed from the Fall, came at the end of the 
fourth and beginning of the fifth thouſand year, 
or the fiſih day of the World. Three Days 
from that period forward of larger time, (a 
thouſand years for each day, admitted by the 
Jews and Chriſtians,) bring us to the Seventh 
Day of the Law; which ſeems marked to pro- 
duce what the SEveExTH figured out, that 33 
the Millennial reign, or the great Sabbath, in 
the ordcr of the Reſtoration. 


Secondly. On every third Day of the world, 
or on every third thouſand, according to the 
Jewith and Chriſtian time, of a Day for a thou- 
ſand Years, there hath becn a fuller manifeſta- 
of the MEss1an. Thus for Inſtance, the Call 
of Abraham was toward the beginning of the 
third thouſand from Adam: CnriIsT came near 
the end of two thouſand Years after that call. 
Another great advent of him appears marked out 
for the third Day, or the rh thouſand from his 
Incarnation; even that great Advert, when the 
Ieathen arc to become his Inheritance, and all 
nations are to own him their Saviour and King, 
a5 the prophets declare, in ſo many and illuſtri- 


C128 paflages. 
I will 
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u ill now proceed to point out ſuch figures 
mark the Third day from Chriſt's Incarna- 
tion, for the completion of Events very great 
and general in their extent. Of this ſort ap- 
pears Abraham, who, on the third Day, beheld 
the place where his ſon [/aac was to be offered: 
Our Saviour aſſures us, that“ Abraham ſaw 
his day and rejoiced.” Surely the Revelation 
this muit have been the day of his glory, or 
riliug from death, as the conqueror of it for all 
nations. In this view, the zhird day may well 
tenty the day of the evangelical aac's reſur- 
rection, which in the ſhortneſs of the time, was 
wiſcly appointed for the determination of ſo mo- 
mentous an event. It may without any violence, 
ſignify alſo in the greater ſenſe of the word, 
the third great day of the world from Abraham; 
on which a new diſpenſation would take place, 
when the ſpiritual covenant for the Siri

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Tel any ſenſe adequate to the rreatacts Ane 
glory of it; ſince the ente nal diſpenſation, 
of the Goſpel hath been confined within nar- 
row bounds, when compared with the Aa. 
hometan impoſture and heathen idolatrics. 


Further ; The deſcent of the Lord on the 
third day on Mount Sinai, ſeems very ſtrongly 
to figure the ſenſe here given: for every ſig- 
nal diſplay and interpoſition of Divine Power, 
called a coming, and a comiag down of the 
Jord; w the prophecies of the Goſpel, point 
out a greater manifeſtation of CHRTSsT„, both 
in the ex/ernal propagation of his Goſpel, and 
in the internal pouring forth of the Holy Spi- 
rit: It is certain then, that the 7hird day 
from CuRISsT will coincide with the Seventh 
of the Law; which is ſo eminent and diſtin- 
guiſhed a number; when the kingdoms of this 
world will be the kingdoms of eur Lerd Feſus 
Chriſt; when the firſt reſurrection for fuch wha 
have ſuffered for Chriſt, will take place; and 
when the powers and virtues of the $ara« 
difiacal world will give the ligher operations 
on the grofier world we no inhabit ; when the 
curſes introduced by the Fall, on the natural 
ercarin, groaning in hondage, in the Apoſtle's 
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words, will go away gradually, as the pro- 
greſſive reſtitution of all things comes on, and 
is ripening through this Millennia! reign. 

The great bleſſing for a Third day appears 
ſhadowed out in the rites preſcribed to him, 
who was unclean by touching a dead body; 
for unleſs he was purified on the third day, he 
could not be clean on the ſeventh. Num. xix. 
12. Now to open this ceremony of the law 
by the Key of the Goſpel, it ſeems to bear this 
ſenſe : from Chriſt, who hath taken away the 
curſe of death, which was ſo fenced by the 
law of Moſ:s to keep up the memory of the 


firſt awful ſentence of God on Adam, the day 


of the goſpel meets the ſeventh of the Law : 
Whoever therefore is not clean from his ſins, 
and awakened by the Goſpel call to repentance, 
and anew life, will be unclean, and ſhut out 
from the privileges of the thouſand years, or 
the ſeventh great day of the world. Such an 
excluſion is pointed at by the Revelation in 
Chap. xx?.

In Revelation, chap. xx. we find in this place a pri- 
vilezge given of a 7% Reſurrection; which is plainly 
limited to thoſe who arc to have Thrones, and a power 
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As the third day of the Goſpel, which ap- 
pears to begin the Millennium, or the great ſe- 
venth day, or Sabbath of the Law; we have 
good reaſon to believe that the ſeventh trump- 
et, and the Number of Daniel, marked for

of Judging. verſe 6. This privilege points to the Kings 
and Prieſts, and Firſt-fruits, who are to rule the Nations 
during the Thouſand Years ; while the reſt of the Dead 
ſhall not live again, that is, ſhall not riſe *till thoſe years 
are elapſed. — As Scripture cannot be broken, its teſtimo- 
ny muſt remain inviolate ; yet at the ſame time it is clear, 
that a great multitude which no man could number, out 
of all Nations, and People, and Tongues, will become 
the Subjects of theſe Kings, and Prieſts, and Firſt-fruits. 
Hence the reſt of the Dead muſt intend ſuch only, as are 
ſuſpended fram the enjoyment of this firſt Life, for their 
continuance in a wicked conduct. For as All muſt be 
made alive in Chriſt, every one in his Order or Lot, as 
the Apoſtle informs us; the deprivation of the firſt Bleſſ- 
ing muſt belong to thoſe who are appointed for the Second 
Death, where the Victory of our Lord over this laſt Ene- 
my concludes in its perpetual deſtruction. 


| The Number referred to, is that expreſſed in theſe 
emphatic words : Bleſſed is he that waiteth and cometh to 


the One Thouſand Three Hundred and Five and Thirty 


Days; but go thou thy way, *till the End be; for thou 
ſhalt reſt and ſtand in thy Lot at the end of the Days. 
Dan. chap. xii. 12, 13- This Number computed with 
the Number of the Beaf?, 666, makes 2001. or the firſt 
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a peculiar bleſſing, will then expire in the firſt 
ear of the ſeventh year or the ſeventh chiliad 
of the world. The ſame ſenſe will Jaſbua bs 
declaration bear, Within three days ye ſhall 
paſs over this Jordan, to go in to poſleſs the 
land, which the Lord your God giveth you to 
poſſeſs.” Joſh. i. 10, 11. This paſſage may 
well be ſuppoſed adiſtant prophecy of that poſ- 
ſeſſion of Canaan, which Abraham's ſpiritual 
and natural feed, Jews and Gentiles, will en- 
joy in the higheſt ſenſe, that the promiſe of this 
land will ever extend to. Two prophetic num- 
bers of the Goſpel expire before the third day 
from Chriſt, when the Jews appear marked 
out to come in to the Meſſiah, and the laſt 
prophecy falls in upon the firſt day of the third

day of the ſeventh thouſand, At this time, the Beaſt, ſpi- 
ritually the old Adam in ſhame and nakedneſs, with +:; 
Cat of ſkins, or body of Sin, Death and Humiliation, ſo 
called by theſe three degrading Names by Pau!, will be 
taken away, and ſwallowed up in Life and Immartality 
by the Body of Glory, ſtyled the white rayment, the wedding 
garment, and the honſe from Heaven. Whatever other in- 
ferior ſenſe the Beaſt may be taken in, the true and great 
ſenſe will appear to be the taking away the FI and E:cud 
(which cannot inherit Heaven), by the wonderful change 
into the Image of Car1sT's Body of Glery. 
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thouſand year from Chriſt, + Within three 
days,” they are to poſſeſs Canaan ; and this 
great revolution is expected to fall out in the 
latter part} of the days, which we are under; 
but at what year, or day, the prophecics ſpeak 
not preciſely: It cannot excced the time pre- 
fixed, while all the great changes Providence 
will bring about in the kingdoms of the world, 
will be intended tor this moſt ſignal event, and 
all its moſt happy and extenſive conſequences z 
while the inſtruments which move below, will 
know no more of the deſigns of Heaven, nor 
intend them, than the MHyrian, Babylonian and 
Aa yptian Kings did, when they were employ- 
cd as the ſervauts of God in the adminiſtra- 
tion of the Moſaic covenant. The ſame moſt 
glorious event apprcars figured under another

3 The Prophets ſpeak with great preciſion as to Time. 
In the /atter part of the Days, the magnificent predictions 
of Iſaiah, chap. ii. and Micah, chap. iv. are to be ful- 
filled. Ezekiel ſpeaks of /ix working Days, before the 
Gate to the Et ſhall be opened. chap. xlvi. 1. And 
th s points to the Commencement of the great Sabbath, 
when all roi labour muſt ceaſe, as it did in the Sabbatic 
Veir of the Law. The Nations will fecd on the tr: 
Atann, and on the Bread of Ii, even on CHRIS, the 
Feeder and the Food tog. in his own xinvdom. 
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paſſage of this great leader of the Iſraelites, 
where, ** The Children of Iſrael journeyed and 
came unto their cities on the third day.” Jol. ix. 

. The poſſeſſion and enjoyment of the land 
of Canaan by the ancient Jews was fo ſhort, 
interrupted, and diſordered, that it bears no 
proportion to the force and energy of the lan- 
guage of the promiſe : We may therefore, as in 
all other prophecies, where the ſame ſtrength 
of expreſſion ſpeaks greater things, Jook out for 
a period of much nobler accompliſhment : Such 


a period under the true Joſhua, or Saviour, 


is expected, when the Iſraelites, the Sp1ritual 
iced of Mrabam, gathered out of all nations; 
and when the houſe of Judah particularly be- 
come a ſpiritual ſeed, as well as his carnal ſeed, 
by embracing the faith of their Father, will 
poſſeſs that land, whoſe borders will be en- 
larged Eaſtward, as the waters of Ezekiel's 
temple are deſeribed, running to the countries 
where Eden appears ſituated; when, 1 ſay, the 
ſced of Abraham according to the fleſh, now 
become his ſpiritual ſeed, by the tame faith, 
will beget kingdoms unto Chriſt by their zeal- 
ous love and atteion, by their active labours 
and unſhaken ſuftcrings, and bring nations 114 
ro poſſeſs that thouſand years, in an enlarge- 


Ment 
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ment of a land flowing with milk and honey; 
flowing like the bleſſings of the typical ſab- 
batic year, alike to all ; which will be a hap- 
py prelude for the ſtill greater bleſſings at the 
end of this period, the great Sabbath for all 
the redeemed, the firſt and the laſt: This will 
conclude on the eighth day, which is ever more 
eminent & than the ſeventh under the law; and 
therefore mult be ſounder the Goſpel. This ap- 
pears tobe the full and important ſenſe of the Iſ- 
rachtes journeying, which implies hardſhips and 
difficulties, &c. in the way; coming to their cities 
on the third day, ſignifies a home, or reſt after 
painful and laborious marches. In Hoſea, vi. 2. 
It ſeems clear, that there is a double prophetic 
ſenſe, ** After wo days he will revive us; in the 
third day, he will raiſe us up, and we ſhall live

§ The reaſon of the c 4 4. coacluding the grcat 
feſtivals of the Law, and riſing in dignity above the

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n his ſight.” It is generally admitted, that the 
jſcading ſenſe points out the Reſurrection of 
Chrit, as the firſt and principle truth, on which 
all depends, as the branches and fruit depend on 
the root; vet the Reſurrection of Chriſt could 
not be ſo great a blefling to the Jews, as a 
Nation; for the greateſt part of them rejected 
him, and are under the hand of God for this 
unbelief to this day. We ought therefore to 
look for that period, when * God will love 
them freely,” and be a dew unto rael; when 
he ſhall grow as the Lilly, and caſt forth his 
roots as Lebanon,” Hoſca xiv. 4. 

If then the two days, in the ſecondary pro- 
phetic meaning, be taken for two thouſand 
years, at which period all the prophetic Num- 
bers, the Signs of Times and Seaſons, ſo called 
by the Mafter, in Daniel and John in particu- 
lar, expire; it will be with an Hallelujah, I 
truſt, that is, ſome very great and extraordi- 
nary bleſſings, worthy that ſong of praiſe! 

The dignity and diſtinction of ſome extraor- 
dinary bleſſing or deliverance, appears figured 
out in TFoſeph's detention of his brethren three 
days in priſon ; On Chriſt's ſaying, ©* On the 
bird day I ſhall be perfected; which imports, 


nat 
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not only in his Reſurrection, and in himſelf, 
but in his Members, conſiſting of the Elect, or 
the congregation of the firfi-born, and alſo of 
all Nations, and Kindreds, and Peoples, and 
Tongues, over whom they will be the King: 
and Prieſts, as it is ſhewn in Revelations. ch. 
vii. 9. chap. xiv. 4. and chap. v. 10. where they 
are marked under three charaters}, kings and 
prieſts, and f ft: fruits unto Gor and the Iams. 
— The third day, in the great ſenſe of its digni- 
ty, is given in the Marriage of Cana of Ga/1lee, 
when the Lord will in the fre of his Tealousy 
(Cano) bring back the Gentiles in the Revolu- 
tion (all) of the times. For the moſt blefled 
conſequence of the fire of the Loxp's Jealouſy, 
meditate on that comprehenſive prophecy of 
Zephaniah in chap. iii. 8, 9, 10. Wait up- 
on me, ſaith the Lonxp, until the day that I 
riſe up to the prey: for my determination is to

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gather the Nations, that I may aſſemble the 
kingdoms, and pour upon them mine Indigna- 
tion, all my fierce Anger; for all the Earth 
ſhall be devoured with the Fire of my Fealouſy. 
For then will I turn to the peoples, a pure lan- 
guage (a purgedlip,) that they may all call upon 
the Name of the LORD, and ſerve him with 
one conſent” (Shoulder). The day for this 
molt gracious and merciful work and judgment 
of the Lord appears clearly pointed out by the 
third day of the Goſpel, which will coincide 
with the ſeventh of the Law, and with the 
ſeventh Trumpet of John in Rev. x. 7. © In thr 
days of the voice of the ſeventh Angel, the My- 
ſeery of God ſhould be fini/bed, as he has declared 
ro his ſervants, the prophets.” The words of 
our Lord inſinuate a peculiar diſtinction, “ De- 
{troy this temple, (meaning his body) and in 
tbree days I will build it up.” This part is in 
the myſterious Goſpel of the beloved diſciple, 
where the literal and confined ſenſe will bea: 
alſo a more general and magnificent meaning, 
as the true Temple is Heaven, where the Lord 
God and the Lamb are rh: liglit of it; and where 
the nations go into the gates, which form the 
Treat body of Jeſus Chriſt, the ons IIcad and

King, for the ages. I will only obſerve tur- 
ther, that the id day of the creation, accord- 
ing to Moſes, received what no other day had, 
a double bleſing: God twice pronounced the 
works of that day to be good. Gen. i. 9—12, 
It would be too large a field of enquiry to give 
all the reaſons for this diſtinction: Let us be- 
lieve that Divine Wiſdom muſt Lave a ſuffici- 
ent reaſon for ſetting ſuch a mark on this day, 
which has hitherto been favoured with greater 
and more illuſtrious diſcoveries of the covenant 
of grace, to Abraham on a third day, or the 
third thouſand ; and by Jeſus Chriſt, who came 
on a great third day from this Tather of the 
Faithju!, and & Heir of the World. To this 
Seed the promiſe is, that in him and his Sced, 
Jacob the frf-born among many brethren, 
(who arc to be heirs® and colcirs with their

& Rom. iv. 13. Cen. xi. Z—xv. G.— Xvi. 2, 

» Rom. viii. 27. The Condition of being Heirs, and 
joint Heirs, of being Kings and Prieſts, and Firft-fruits, 
is conn vcd with Suffering ; „ 1f we ſuffer with him, that 
we nia be 2loripÞcd triyether,” that is, may have a Crown 
and 2 Kingiom over the Nations and Peoples, who are 
tt Walls, echt in the Name of his Gop, (ELOHIM) a- 


ta ſreaus, chap iv. Theſe ſuffzrin zs none can know, 
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prince or head,) all nations and languages ſhall 
be bleſſed. Theſe words are abſolute and im- 
mutable, from the mouth of the Lord. The 
promiſe ſeems reſerved for its glorious and ex- 
tenſive completion to the beginning of the 7h;rd 
cvangelical day, namely, the Sevent» Trumpet. 
This Trumpet, with all its full and ineſtimable 
bleflings, I liave endeayoured to prove, is the 
ſame with the Feaſt of Trumpets on the #r/2 
day ot the ſeventh month under the Law, in 
a work publiſhed on that eminent icſtival, now 
out of print. 


I ſhall proceed, in the laſt place, to draw a 
few inferences from the ſubject, both for com- 
fort and admonition. 


Firſt. It muſt be a ſource of great conſola- 
tion to all believers, who love their neighbour 
as themſelves, (which is the Second great

who are not in them; and as Chriſt was, are to be made 
perfect by them. They ſuffer, as 7/eph before, and 
Tesus more than all Suftcrers, for the Salvation even of 
Enemies, and not their endleſs deſtruction. The Num- 
ber is limited, tho? it be unknown who ſhall be the veſſels 
of honour, that we may all run ſo as to obtain. Many 
ne called, but few are choſen.” 
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Commandment) to learn, that the hd Day 
of the Goſpel-diſpenſation ſhall bring with it 
the greateſt bleſſings, not to one people, as tlie 
firſt Covenant did, but to all Nations and 
Kingdoms. That this Advent of the Lord 
is to diſcover him as the King and Judge over 
all the Nations, in that univerſal Theocracy 
pointed cut by the Prophets; particularly Iſaiah, 
Micah, and Zechariah, is evident from the glo- 
rious ſcenes deſcribed, and limited to the lat- 
ter part* of the days, by both Prophets; and 
by Zechariah in particular, to the Evening, 
when it ſhall be light, and the /rving water's 
ſhall low Summer and Winter. There is no 
evening left, ſave of this /ixth and laſt day of 
Ezekiel's meaſure of fix working days in chap. 
xIvi. 1—3. Let us obſerve, that among the 
ſigns given by our Lord, he tells us, Nation 
ſhall riſe up againſt Nation, and Kingdom 
againſt Kingdom; and there ſhall be wars,

places.“ ** And this Goſpel of the kingdom 
{hall be preached for a teſtimony to all nations; 
then ſhall the end come.” Matt. xxiv. 14. Luke 
i. 9. That this preaching of the Goſpel, or 
vod news, as the word imports, is not the

ſt promu'gation, (deſigned cliefly, to gather 


Hv, compared with all nations on the earth,)

pointed times.” This paſſage intends a much 
larger and more unreſerved promulgation of 
the glad tidings, than ever has been, or cven 
permitted to be by the ANTICHRIST, and 
Antichriſts, who were in John's day, many. 
And this may be further ſupported by another 
witneſs in Rev. xiv. 6, I ſaw another an- 
gel flying in the midſt of heaven, having the 
EVERLASTING GOSPEL, to prcac!: to all 
that dwell on the carth, even to every Nation, 
and Tribe, and Tongue, and People.“ ver- 
lafling here uſed, imports the ſame, as the Bog 
of the Everlaſting Covenant in Ich. xi. 20. 


They both point to the Goſpel of tlic ages profi-

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gured by the Seven Sabbatic *years, cloſing in 
the Jubile; and the power and victory of the 
Blood of the Lamb, which will cleanſe the fans, 
iniquities and tranſgreſſions ofa thouſand gene- 
rations. This preaching of good news does not 
go forth till all the kings and prieſts, the evan- 
gelical firſ/-born and firſt-ſruits, are gathered 
from the Jews andGentiles, and mect on A 
Zion above ; when the Vintage or Harveſt fol- 
lows, in that ſublime and glorious chapter. 


Such is the univerſal extent of this laſt pub- 
lication of the Goſpel, which mult be the meſ- 
ſenger and herald of the ſecond advent of Ci, 
with the whole aflembly of the frft-born, the 
m-ny Brethren, the order of kings and prieſts 
of the Melchizedckian dignity, who fit in the 
Father's throne, that is, have the ſame power, 
as he, the Firſt and chief among theſe thouſ- 
ands, according to his own words : ** To him 
that overcometh, will 1 give to fit down with 

me 


* Compare the prophet Iſai. ch. Ixvi. 23. From 
one Sabbath to its Sabbath, and from one new Moon to 
its Moon, ſhall all fleſh come to worthip me, ſaith the 
Lord.“ The carcaſes, however, muſt not come, but be 
loft to the worms and the hre. 
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fe on my throne, even as I have overcome, 
and am fat down with my Father in his throne,” 
Rev. iii. 21. Again, „To him that over- 
cometh, and keepeth my words unto the end, 
to him will I give power over the nations, even 
as I have received (this power) of my Father.” 
Rev. ii. 26. The everwhelming glory of the 
Father's Throne, or the AncienT or Days, 
to which the S of man, (Bar Eno) in old 
time, was taken, may be feen in that grand 
and auguſt view of Danicl, chap. vii. 9, 10. 


Again, Chriſt is the God ſpoken of with re— 
gard to this umverſal reign, and the time, 
when he will take poſſeſſion of it, at the ſound- 
ing of the ſeventh Angel, which is the laſt 
Trumpet in this beloved diſciple's peculiar Re- 
velal jon. Ariſe, O God, and judge the carth, 
for thou ſhalt 7aher it all nations?“ Plal. Ixx%::, 
8. The Father is never ſaid to inherit, but to 
a5þcint his Son and Heir; and who {peaks thus 
in Palm ii. 8. Aſk of me, and I will give 
the Nations for thine inheritance, aud the ends 
of the carth for thy poſicſhon.” But the time 
of this viſible dominion over all Nations, ap-

ous character. John iv. 42. To this great 
Trumpet the Diſciple John refers, where the 


Angel ſpeaks, There ſhall be time no more:“ 


But in the Days of the ſeventh Angel, when 
lie begins to found, © the Myſtery of God 
thall be finithed,”” which he has declared to 
huis ſervants the Prophets. Rev. x. 6, 7. The 
Prophets are Meſſengers and Proclaimers of 
good news to all Nations, as well as to the 
peculiar people, or Iſiacl of God. And this is 
the great Day or Time, to which Zcphaniali 
alludes in chap. i. 18. When all the carth ſhall 
be devoured with the fire of his jealouſy. This 
is called the Day of the Trumpet and the 
alarm, when the glorious effect is ſubjoined in 
ch. iti.

Hence we may conclude on clear teſtimony, 
that whatever interpretation of ſacred writ, 
contradicts the name of JEsvs, the Ranſom for 
all men, and the propitiation for the fins of the 
whole world, by the mouths of two ſuch wit- 
neſſes as Paul and John, mult be a Iying Spirit, 
and one of the many Antichrifts in the world, 
who have for ſo long a time denied his name. 


Let me addreſs a few cautions againſt tlic 
prevalent infidelity of this time, leſt, as the 
apoſtle ſpeaks, ** Ye, being led away with tlic 
error of the wicked, fall from your own ſtcd- 
faſtneſs.“ 2 Pet. iii. 17. This apoſtle has par- 

ticularly 
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ticularly and in a preciſe limit of time foretold 
the great growth of unbelicf : ** Knowing this 
firſt, that there ſhall come in the laſt part of 
the days ſcoffers, walking after their own luſts, 
and ſaying, Where is the Promiſe of his com- | 
ing? This great ſin, which was to prevail and 
lift up its horn, is viſible in almoſt all places, 
chiefly in the families of the great and rich ; 
and through that fatal influence, cver attend- 
ant on worldly grandeur, wealth, and pleaſure, 
15 always certain to draw all inferiors after their 
evil example. Unbelief, whatever may be 
thought of it in theſe degenerate days, is a crime 
of that magnitude, as to conſign the unbelie- 
vers to the Second death*, which is the greater

® Unbelierers are reckoned among the greateſt ſinners, 
who ſhall be hurt by the ſecond death. Rev. xxi, 8, Of 
this death the Hebrew writers ſay, Cain ſinned in a two- 
fold manner, therefore he was puniſhed with a two#old 
death); ſo that the latter death ſhould be of longer dura- 
tion than the former. The Targum, on lat. xxii. 14. 
ſpeaks thus, It is decreed by the Lord, this ſin ſhall 
not be forgiven, %% ye ſhall dic the ſecond death.”

Let his ferne! Tſe: his Traft, Dr adventu Chriſti, 
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be properly adduced, that the Chriſtian world, 
like the blinded Jews, expect ſo many and fo 
extraordinary figns to precede the ſecond ad- 
veut, that the peace and ſecurity, the living 
as in the days of Noah, in all confidence, pride, 
and luxury, could not poſſibly take place un- 
der ſuch a concurrence of awakening and 
alarming figns. This expectation contradicts 
our Lord's account, and that. of his apoſtle 
Paul, and the Prophet Iſaiah in ch. ii. Where 
a picture of richcs, refinements of life in all 
voluptuouincls, and other ornaments, is drawn, 
to the end of the tiurd chapter: for the advent 
ot the Lord is there deſcribed in a moſt clcar 
manucr, and limited to the latter part of the 
days: Let not this deluſion then deceive ſeri- 
ous bchevers. 

2dly. I wiſh to guard all readers from being

Saviour died; for he died, ſurely, for all men, 
or no teſtimony can be depended upon. Rom. 
v. 12—21. Are Moſes and Paul hars and 
falſe witneſſes, who affirm that Iſaac bleſſed 
both Jacob and Eſau ; and the apoſtle ſays, 
concerning things to come, not preſent and 
temporal? Or is Auſtin, with Calvin his ſuc- 
ceflor, and with all his ſchool of ſons and pro- 
phets, a liar, contradicting the open teſtimo- 
ny, through that great ignorance which had 
darkened the doctrine of Truth in Jeſus, in his 
day, and even before his day, wherever this 
horrible tenet had taken place: As in the 
church of Rome, in all Calviniſlic communi-

Tine Chriſtian church ſhould remember, that 
the 70 weeks of Daniel were the only number 
or precite time, by which the Jews, and their 
neiglubouriug nations from them, expected the 
firit mauiteſtation of the Son of God in the 
floh; and that we have good reaſon, from the 
tormer procedure of Divine Wiſdum, toexpect 
the ſecond Advent of Chriſt, the great King in 
the Spirit, from the other Numbers of this be- 
loved Prophet, when the Viſion, that is, the 
underſtanding of them ſhail be opened by the 
one Holv Spirit who indited them. 


Let it be further obſerved, that a ditbchef 
of the event itſoif in general; a great ſecurity 
md unconcernedneſs about it, muſt be a ſign 
„F the Time, whenever it is approaching: In 
tins ſeuiſe ſome underſtand that expreſſion vt our 
„. „When the Son of Man cometh, thull hc

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find faith upon the earth?“ that is, any belief in 
his coming? For what end God gives notice of 
events, which he foreknows, will be diſregard- 
ed, muſt be ſubmitted to his unſearchable ways. 


I have now done my endeavar to take away 
the moſt ſpecious objections adapted to ſtrike 
the popular judgment, which is a many-headed 
monſter, haſty to pronounce ſentence upon. 
ſubjects which require a /piritual eye to diſcern, 
and a ſpiritual heart to ſavor the things which 
are of God. 


In the laſt place, therefore, I am to point 
out the blinds, or veils, which will be caſt over 
the hearts and eyes of the children of the world, 
by which God will hide himſelf fromthegreat- 
er part of the degenerate Chriſtians, as was 
done before to the body of the Jewiſh people; 
and for the ſame reaſon, becauſe they both 
equally abuſe Divine Revelation, and will re- 
ceive a twofold condemnation&, or a double 
puniſhment.

Our Lord ſpeaks of ſome made twofold more tne 
children of Gehennah., When Babylon (no more the 
Church of Rome, than the Greek Church, or that of 
Aahomet) the great City of al! Nations, Languages, and 
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The firſt veil, to conceal the coming of 
Chriſt in the glory, is the expectation, that the 
remaining part of the Jews and Gentiles will 
be converted before the end of the world. But 
this expectation is not built on good ground, 
nor would it anſwer the force and energy 
of the Prophecies, ſince the remnant of two 
Tribes, and an half, or part of a third convert- 
mg to the faith of the Meſſiah, could not b- 
the ſaving of all Iſrael. Nor ſhould even the 
vaſt wilderneſs of the Gentiles, after the Re- 
volution of near 4000 years, from the diſper- 
ſion at Babel to this time, be brought into the 
fold and paſture of the great Shepherd, would 
this fulfil the extent of that bleſſed promiſe, 
« Aſk of me, and I will give the heathen for 
thine inheritance, and the utmoſt parts of the 
earth for thy poſſeſſion.” Pſal. ii. For what 
myriads of myriads muſt have periſhed in this 


great 


Peoples, and Tongues, that is, the whole World, is threat- 
ened with the Law of Retaliation; It is ſaid, in Rev. 
xViit, 6.“ Reward her, even as ſhe has rewarded you, 
and double to her the double, according to her works: in 
the cup ſhe has filled, fill to her double,” Thus does Divine 
Juſtice limit the Execution of its wrath and indignation, 
*hcther Babylon ſignify Rome, or ALI THE WORLD. 
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great tract of time, who had not heard of the 
name of the Saviour of the world?

* The learned Phyſician Burthogge, ſays, “ The My- 
ftery preached by Paul, was the calling of the Gentiles 
to the Knowledge of Chriſt. He is miſtaken : it was not 
the Calling of a Nation, or Nations, from that part of 
the Gentiles, where Chriſt was made known, but a cho- 
ſen few out of many, to the Firthright-Glory, The Jews, 
through pride and envy,—{(too often the companions of 
religious privileges) thought, that the Iſrael, who were. 
to enjoy the high prerogative of the Firſt-bern under 
Messi, could not be transferred from the Seed of A- 
braham : they knew the double portion ſpiritually under- 
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«cat bee, or year of the Everlaſting Goſpel, 
or the Goſpel of the ages to come.

Hence the Call of the Gentiles to the MEssian ap 
oearcd as a transfer of all the privileges of their Law, 
and an equality formed between them; and ſo it was, 
even with the Election of Grace, that is, the open- 
ing to the called among the Gentiles a way to cbtain the 
high prize of being Kings and Priefts, equally with Abra - 
!14m's children. To gather this peculiar people, this royal 
prieſthood, this elect Nation—not nations or kingdoms 
in cencral, but /me out of them as veſſels of boner, Paul 
ſhews to be the abſolute and immutabl: Council of Gon. 
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Chriſtian world, will be deceived by this fond 
hope, whenever the ſecond advent of our Lord 
draws nigh. 

The ſecond blind will ariſe from a genera! 
preſumption, that the Church of Rome will 
riſe and perſecute once more before ſhe falls. 


This unfounded expectation flows from a 
miſconception of the two prophets, who are to

whole xith chapter to the Romans contains no other ſub- 
jet. Nor is this Council of Gop caſt into any ſhade or 
veil, but level and obvious to any common underſtand- 
ing, by the reference of the fir ſt-Fruits to the lump, and ot 
the root to the branches : The Goodneſs of Gop alſo is 
ſhewn in thus ſecuring all 1fracl, by rejecting the Jews 
and Gentiles, in the great body of both parts of mankind 
fora time; and ſhutting them up in vnbelisf, that he 
might have mercy upon all.

5- 9. How a predef{ination could be formed by the teach-

Theſe names arc 
all juſt and proper. The difference of tlie diſ- 
penſation is given by Paul, in that ſtriking 
and glorious contraſt, recorded by him.

Lit it he obſerved, that the two general words 
in the Hebrew tongue, expreſſing deſtruction, 
ſignity alto the higheſt perfection and conſum- 
mation poſſiblo. Theſe are TAMAM and Ca- 
Lan, in the firſt Language, by which the Lord 
Gor was pleaſed to make himſelf known unto 
man; and by the true knowledge of it, he 
will make himſelf known unto all men, as a 
contuming and a conſummating fire; as de- 
ſtroving, and killing all fleſh of the old Adam, 
and quickening men in the Spirit of the ſecond 
Adam. By this twofold ſenſe, a veil has been 
put on the wiſdom of God, as it was on the 
face of Moles, which veil is now on the hearts 
of the fews ; and believers may be joined to 
this darkened people. By this means, myſte- 
ries © are revealed to babes,“ which are hid- 
den from * the wiſe and prudent,” which is 
plainly declared to be ſo done by our Lord. 
Matt. xi. 25. Luke x. 21, 22. By theſe allo, 
the gracious councils of God (the great dege- 
neracy of believers being foreſeen and predict- 
cd by Chriſt and his apoſtles) are coveced with 
ſhades and darkneſs, till divine Wiſdom ſees 
it to open his deep ways, and his unſearchable

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paſs, that at evening time it ſhall be light: Then 
the living waters ſhall go out of Jcrufalem, in 
Summer and Winter it ſhall be.” This fin- 
gular limitation to the Evening, neither Pa 
nor Night, cannot be explained but by the 
Temple. The day hath two Evenings ; the 
ſirſt, from noon to three; the ſecond, from 
three to ſix, When the Temple was ſhut for 
the miniſtry of that day. Of this time, as 
confined to the ſervice of the Temple, our 
Lord ſpeaks, „Are there not twelve hours in 
the day?“ John xi. 9. The continuance of 
light was longer than that time; but the day 
tor the continual miniſtry in the Temple was 
from fix to ſix only, Between thc evenings the 
paſcha! lamb might be killed in the Temple, 
that 1s, as ſoon as the Sun paſſed the meridian, 
the firſt evening commenced, until three o. 
clock: There can be therefore this evening 
only for the fulfilling of this magnificent pre— 
diction, o pregnant with the nobleſt bleſtings, 

The Church entered into the 1ccond Even— 
ing about 1755, or near that time: winch was 
Thrce *oClock, by twelve hours of the fisth 
day, or fixth thouſand; and by the Tliouſand 
years, it will be the ſame: 759 years being

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three parts out of four of one thouſand years. 
In what part of this Evening, the living wa- 
ters thall flow, is not diſtinctly marked; but 
it is ſo far reſtricted, that it muſt be Evening 
time, not Nipht, or paſt Six, for then the Day 
cloted, and night began, as has been oblerved.

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Theſe 1260 Days or Years, are nearly expiring, 
may be admitted which moſt probably began in 
Fuſtinian's Euolicun, or Act of Uniformity 
ahout the time of rhe 5th infamous general 
conncil, in 553. This Emperor was the flave 
of prieſts, and by their means a tyraut over the 
con{ciences and faith of Believers. He died 
about 565, Such was the diſmal darkneſs of 
the Church, that in 56 years after, came forth 
the Pr pr, the univerſal Biſhop and Monarch 
over Emperors, Kings, and People. Then 
farewell to all Liberty of propheſying : then 
jarewell to all future peace of the Church; to 
the ſong of Angels, at the Birth of the Saviour 
of the Nord; * Glory to Grd in the higheh, 
and on Earth, peace and good will, or expecta- 
tion, towards Men.” Eccleſiaſtical Nimrods

23.— Ad- 
mitting, that his fide was pierccd three-quarters 
of an Hour after Three, and allowing 63 years 
for theſe quarters, which 15 nearly the time, by
